S.R.O. 306.— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 10.1 read with 
section 162 of the Army Act, 1950 (XL VI of 1050), the Central Government hereby 
rescinds the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Defence, 
No. 1683, dated the 17th September, 1940.

S.R.O. 307. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 16 
of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), the Central Government Is pleased to 
fix the 13th November, 1955, as the date on which casual election of Cantonment 
Board, Barrackpore, shall be held.

S.R.O. 308. — The following byelaws for the regulation or prohibition of the 
cutting or destruction of trees or shrubs, the making of excavations, the removal 
of soli or quarrying made by the Cantonment Board, Shahjahanpur, in exercise 
of the powers conferred by clause (36) of section 282 and section 283 of the Can- 
tonments Act (II of 1924), are published for general information the same having 
been previously published, approved and confirmed by the Central Government as 
required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said Act, namely — 

1. (1) No person shall without the sanction in writing of the Cantonment 
Board, cut or destroy or cause to be cut or destroyed any tree or 
shrub standing on any land within the Shahjahanpur Cantonment 
other than the land vested in local military and Ordnance Clothing 
Factory authorities provided that no such permission shall be granted 
by the Board in respect of land which is not under the management 
of the Board, 

Provided further that nothing therein contained shall apply to any of the 
following operations carried out in private estates: — 

(a) bonaflde pruning, trimming or otherwise altering shrubs or fruit trees 

for horticultural purposes only, and 

(b) other petty acts such as the cutting of twings, digging ferns and the 

like from which no material harm of any kind to person or property 
is likely to result. 

Provided also that nothing herein contained shall affect the exercise of any 
legal or customary right by the holder or such right on whom lies the onus of 
proving the existence of any such right. 

(2) Such sanction as aforesaid may be refused altogether or may be 
accorded subject to such conditions if any as the Board may think 
fit to impose in this behalf and which shall be clearly specified in 
such sanction.

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2. (1) No person shall without the sanction in writing of the Cantonment 
Board, on any land other than the land vested m the local military 
and Ordnance Clothing Factory Authorities within Cantonment limiLs 
make excavations, remove soil, or quarry stone or gravel or_ deposit 
earth, sand, gravel or stones thereon. 

Provided that no such sanction shall be granted by the Board In' r'elpeet of 
land which Is not under the management of the Board. 

Provided further that nothing herein contained shall apply to digging or other 
petty excavations or removal of soli in the ordinary process of gardening on lands 

already cultivated In private estates. 

Provided also that nothing herein contained shall affect the exercise of any 
legal or customary right by the holder of such right on whom lies the onus of 

proving the existence of such right. 

(2) Such sanction as aforesaid may be refused altogether, or may bo accorded 
subject to such rule as may be framed by the Cantonment, Board, from 
time to time in this behalf and further subject to such conditions if 
any aa the Cantonment Board may, think fit to impose with respect 
to the spot allotted for the purpose of making excavations or for 
quarrying the quantity of earth to be excavated or removed, or the 
quantity of stone or grayel 'to be quarried, the fixation of u time- 
limit within which such excavation, removal or quarrying as the case 
may be, shall be done; und other matters affecting the public safety 
or convenience. Any such conditions shall be clearly specified In 
such sanction. 

3. Any contravention of the provisions of any of these byelaws, shall on 
conviction by a Magistrate, be punishable with fine which may extend to one 
hundred rupees and in the case of a continuing breach, with an additional fine 
which may extend to twenty rupees for every day during which such breach 
continues after the conviction for the such breach. 

S.ft.0. 309. — The following byelaws for the regulation or prohibition qf traffic, 
In the Banoraa Cantonment made by the Cantonment Board Baharas, in exefclse 
of the powers conferred by clause (4) of section 282 and section 283 of the Can- 
tonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), are published for general information, the same 
having been previously published, approved and confirmed by the Central Govern- 
ment as required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said Act, namely:— 

BYjKLAWS for the regulation or PROHIBITION OF TRAFFIC IN the 

BANARAS CANTT 

1, No person under eighteen years of age shall drive a motor vehicle apd nq 
person under fifteen years of age shall drive a vehicle of any description whether 
drawn by an animal or propelled by mechanical power. 

2, No person shall ride an animal or drive a vehicle on any street in a rash 

and negligent manner. 

3, The maximum speed limits for motor vehicles within the Cantonment limits 
where otherwise unrestricted by speed limit boards, shall be as follows: — 

(I) (a) For trucks and lorries; 20 miles per hour. 

(b) For other motor vehicles; 30 miles per hour. 

8(2) Inside civil area and minor Bazar for both (l)-(a) & (b); 15 miles per 

houA 

*. No person shall drive or propel any vehicle on any street under the control 
of Cantt. Board on which a notice prohibiting vehicular traffic is displayed, 

B. No person shall leave an animal or a vehicle on a street without making 
arrangement for its being under proper control, 

6. No person shall: — 

(1) cause any vehicle with or without animal harnessed thereto to remain 

or stand so as to cause obstruction in any street longer than may be 
necessary for loading or unloading, or for taking up or setting down 
passengers; or 

(2) leave or fasten any vehicle or animal- so as to cause obstruction in any 

street; 

(3) Ih any other manner wilfully obstruct or cause obstruction to ihe free 

passage of any path. 
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7. Any of the following classes of traffic may be prohibited wholly or during sueh 
hours as may be notified by the Cantonment Board on any street within Canton- 
ment limits: — 

(1) trucks and motor lorri esand taxies 

(2) country carts, 

(3) laden animals, and 

(4) hand carts. 

Provided that nothing in the bye-laws shall apply to any vehicle while it U 
actually crossing or proceeding to a bungalow, house or shop which cannot be 
reached by any other roads. 

8. No person driving a vehicle on a street shall, unless there be reasonable 
cause lor so doing, stop his vehicle at any place except close to the edge of the 
part of such street as is intended for vehicular traffic. 

9. No person shall take a cart loaded with bricks, kanker, earth, stones, metal 
or other loose materials along any street unless the cart is in order that the 
contents may not fall on the ground, is protected by the Boards on all its sides. 
Similar precautions shall also be taken in respect of the loads of pack animals. 

10. Every rider or driver of a motor vehicle, traction engine or steam roller 
shall, when approaching a horse or other animal (whether led, driver, ridden or 
at large) which appears. to be restive or frightened thereby, proceed with special 
caution and shall, at once if required to do so by the person, if any, in charge of 
such horse or animal, slow down or stop the vehicle or engine altogether. 

11. (1) No person shall ride a bicycle within Cantonment limits unless It tg 
provided with a bell, proper brakes and white paint mudguards or reflection (Ruby 
light) on the rear mud-guards. 

(2) No person riding a bicycle any street or public place shall carry any 
other person in any manner whatsoever on the same bicycle and no person shall 
ride or cause or suffer himself to be carried on a bicycle on any street or public 
place except on the ordinary saddle of such machine; 

Provided that a child of ten years or under may be carried on a bicycle, 

■(3) No 1 driver of a motor cycle not having a side car attached or a pillion seat, 
shall carry any passenger thereon. 

12. No moving machinery such as bull dozer, graders, scrapers, tractors etc., 
whether wheeled or tracked shall be brought Into the Cantonment without the 
previous written permission of the Cantonment Board. 

Provided this restriction shall not apply in the case of Military equipment. 

13. No person using any other vihicle except a motor or motor cycle shall use 
rubber bull horn and hooters of any description whatever. 

14. Penalty. — Any comraventlon of the provisions of these bye-laws shall be 
punishable with fine which may extend to fifty rupees and, In the case of a conti- 
nuing contravention, with an additional fine which may extend to flve rupees for 
every day during which such contravention continues after conviction for the first 
such contravention. 

S.R.O. 310. — The following bye-laws for regulating the registration and classi- 
fication of contractors to carry out Cantonment works In the Jullundur Canton- 
ment, made by the Cantonment Board, Jullundur, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by clause (39) of section 282 of the Cantonments 
Act, J924 (II of 1024), are published for general information, the same 
having been previously published, and having been approved and confirmed by 
the Centra] Government, as required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said 
Act, namely: — 


BYE-LAWS 

1. No person shall be registered and licensed as a contractor of the Canton- 
ment Board unless — 

(i) the Executive Officer, has with the approval of the Cantonment noara, 

granted to such person a licence* under these bye-laws, and 

(ii) such person has deposited the amount of the security specified In bye- 

law 5, 
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2. No person shall be eligible to submit a tender In respect of a work of the 
Cantonment Board, unless he Is registered contractor and holds a licence under 
bye-law 1 and his name Is entered In the list of approved contractors' of the 
Board. 

3. There shall be the following two classes of contractors licenced under these 
bye-laws namely: 

(1) Class A— consisting of contractors entitled to tender for all works 

estimated to cost not exceeding Rs. 40,000. 

(2) Class B — consisting of contractors entitled to tender for all works esti- 

mated to cost not exceeding Rs, 10,000. 

4. Any person desirous of being a licensed contractor of the Board mav make 
any application in the form annexed to these bye-laws. 

5. A licence fee of Rs. 10 and Rs. 5 per year shall be payable in advance by 
every contractor in Class A and Class B respectively. 

6. Every contractor In Class A shall deposit a sum of Rs. 1,000 and every 
contractor in Class B shall deposit a sum of Rs. 300 as a security deposit In the 
Post Office Savings Bank pledged to the Executive Officer, Jullundur Cantonment. 
No separate earnest money shall be payable by any registered contractor at the 
time of submitting tenders.
